Shows People How He Can Dive off Boat 

Only to Meet Death in the Waters 

of Lake Michigan 
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Julius Neufield, aged 22, of 1535 Lin-, 
coin nvenue,*Chicago, soda boy at the Ma- 
tonic Temple Pharmacy, Randolph and 
'•State street, who for the past month hns 
■worked on the steel excursion steamship, 
"the Pere Marquette, the ice. dream maker, 
-drowned in the harbor at Waukegan, Sun- 
day afternoon at 2:cW. 

Neufield upon landing: from the steam- 
ship secured a bathing 'suit at the Larson 
boat livery and for half an hour amused 
himself by swimming in the waters south 
-of the Bouth pier. This did not seem to 
suit the Chicago bov, so he rented a row 
boat at the livery, rowing out to the har- 
bor, where he would dive to the pleasure 
of the three thousand or more Chicago ex- 
cursionists who sat on the decks of the 
JPere Marquette. Neufield made one suc- 
cessful dive and returned to' the rowboat. 

Standing up on the rail of the little boat 
NeuBeld successfully took the second dive 
but never nunin did lie return to the boat. 

When diving the last time he kicked the 
"boat back, juRt far enouffh to place it but 
of his reach: tie came to the surface after 
being under the water but a few moments 
and commenced to hasten his stroke as if 
fearing the boat would outdistance him, 
jir the boat was being carried into the lake 
by the hnrbor current and the westerly 
/winds. 

Suddenly thoae on the excursion steamer 
heard him shout for help. His head grnd 
ually sank under the water. "Again he 
came to the surface and again he sank 
after making nn attempt to scream for. aid. 

A third time he arose but a similar fate 
met bis glance' Help had not nrrived, he 
was destined to meet bis end. 

The boy sank tho third and last time 
■while over three thousand passengers on 
the steamship nnd over seven hundred 
• Waukegan j tes looked on in frenzy. 

However, there was at last two" men at 
tho harbor who did not become excited. 
Ono was the captain of the James S Dun- 
ham, the other chief engineer of the same 
boat, i These two marines had been sitting 
in their rooms on the steamship just in 
time to see the lad disappear. 

Calling two little boys, who were near 
by in a row boat, the captain ordered that 
he be taken to the dredge which lay close 
by. Here tho captain made an attempt to 
secure a steel bar for use as a grappling 
hook. He was unsuccessful. 

Grasping the oars in his own hands the 
captain laid all strength upon tbem r head- 
ing the boat toward the boat livery. 

Here in a few minutes,' with tho aid of 
tho engineer, he had rigged a perfect grap. 
pling hook. The little row boat was 
launched again nnd the task ot grappling 
for the body was commenced. The spot 
where it. had sank, or just opposite the city 
warehouse. Finally after a half hour's 
work, the captain drew in the line and 
tenderly carried 'the dead body from tho 
lake.. 

Doctors "were summoned and oxygen ad- 
ministered and the body rolled on a bar- 
rel, tbfrlimbs were rubbed, but for no use. 
The last spark of life was gone, •

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PUBLIC LIBRARY FOR ZION $5,000 FIRE 

AT 'ZION CITY 



Wealthy Kenoshan Wijl Donate Building as 
Memorial to Dowie. 

Z. (Jr. Simmons, a Kenosha millionaire 
will, donate a public library building to 
the city of Zion, if the peoplo will take up 
subscription enough to buy tho library of 
John Alexander Dowie. 

The announcement was made at a meet- 
ing of tho Municipal League in Zion City 
Friday night and nroused much enthusi- 
asm. 

The library building will probably be in 
the nature of a memorial to Dowie, of 
whom Mr. Simmons .was an ardent nd- 
mirer, although not a believer in his 
teachings. 

Th«» idea that the Simmons eift will be 
in the nature of a Dowie memorial is fur- 
ther strengthened by the statement that 
the Kenoshan will probably purchase Shi- 
loh House, Dowie's late residence, and in- 
stall tho immense collection of books per-' 
manently there, the most titti nor place. 

This library numbers over 7.000 volumes 
nnd includes over forty mahogany book 
cases costing on an nrerage of about 8100. 
apiece, the original outlay seems to have 
been about 830,000. The Receiver noting 
in the interests of the investors-, will sell 
this library to the highest bidder. 

The chances nre that something like 
810.000 or 812,000 would secure this library 
as a permanent fixture in Zion. Already 
more than 82,000 have been subscribed. 

This library was- compiled with much 
care' and containers many works of history 
art. travel, religion, geography, explora 



EARLY TUESDAY 

Five thousand eight hnndred dollars 
worth of Zion City property was wrapped 
in flames at ten minutes after one Tuesday 
morning and before the fire department 
was able to receive sufficient pressure three 
of Zion's residences were hurried to the 
ground, » 

The buildings, burned belong to Mrs. 
Brennen, a Zion widow, wboBO loss is es- 
timated at 81,500. a Zion City estate res- 
idence valued at $1,500. insured for eight 
hundred dollars and Evangelist Brennen 's 
residence valued nt 81,800 on which no in- 
surance nvas carried. 

It issupposed that the fire was caused by 
a drapery blowing onto a small wick Bre 
in the Brennen residence. The Zion City 
fire department worked for four hours be- 
fore sufficient water pressure was realized 
at the fire. to warrant the use of hose. 

Three other buildings in the vicinity 
were bndly scorched but were saved by the 
department. 

Fully two thousand people gathered at 
the scene of the fire where they remained 
until four o'clock. , 

Mrs. Brennen escaped from her burning 
residence by jumping from a window in 
the second story of the building. Her 
back was badly sprained but Zion doctors 
state she will recover! There were no 
other iniurie8.

DISASTEROUS f IRE AT VOLO 



Caused By Spontaneous Combustion, smol- 
dered for Days. 

After a battle with a-, stubborn fire last- 
ing fourteen hours in a barn of Frank Pad" 
dock, one-half; mile east of Volo, Friday, 
100 tons of bay were saved from destruction 
while the balance of the contents, consist- 
ing of thirty tonB of hay, a quantity of oats 
and farming implements went up in 
smoke' causing a loss of several thousand 
dollars. There was no insurance; 

Had it not been for the heroic work 
of over a hundred farmers who at once 
rallied to the assistance of 'Mr. Paddock al- 
so the fire departments of Grayslake and 
Highland Park, it is quite probable that 
the entire place would have been wiped 
out. Spontaneous combustion is assigned 
as the cause of the blaze and such occur- 
rences nre almost unknown in fire depart- 
ment circless. 

For several days an odor of burning wood 
and hay was in evidence about Mr. 
Paddock's residence and store, employes 
were unableto trace the smoke to its source 
for several hours, but as it because denser 
the stable was visited and it was at once 
nparent that the fire wa3 smoldering be- 
neath the hay. 

A heavy scantling was tbruBt beneath a 
portion of the building nnd n space pried 
open. Volumes of smoke at once belched 
out and it was evident at once that unlets 
assistance, was procured a heavy loss would 
result. The Grayslake and Highland 
Park department responded with alarcity 
and telephone messnges to farmers 
in the surrounding territory brought them 
in to the number of a hundred or more as 
fast as their horses could carry them. 

Water was scarce but the engine crews 
did valiant work. The large force at' 
hand saved about one hundred tons of 
bay, while thirty tons were so badly 
damaged by smoke, fire and water as to 
be a total loss. 

The blaze was discoverd at 3 o'clock Fri- 
day afternoon and was not extinguished 
until 4:30 o'clock Saturday morning, prov: 
ing to he the most stubborn fire ever 
fought in thnt section.

He^was 
stealing a ride on a freight train nnd was 
sitting in the door of a box car with his 
legs hanging out. The train pulled 
though Deerfield at full speed and u switch' 
target turned over close to the train struck 
bis legs and tbew him to the ground nnd 
against the rail on the opposite track, split- 
ting n long gash in his head and rendering 
him unconscious for some time. The 
engineer on the passenger train due nt 
6:04 was coming up on the other track 
and seeing the body stopped and the in- 
jured man was taken to Libertyville for 
medical aid. He recoved sufficiently to 
spell out his nmne. Three dollars and 
some small chauge was fourid in his pocket 
nnd a slip of paper with the address; 
Peter Smith, 1731 Wabash Ave, Flat C, 
Chicago, III. He refused or was unable 
to tell where he lived and from his dress 
was evidently a laboring man traveling in 
search of employment/

Crew of Northwestern Freight Train Gives 
First Clue When Member Reads De- 
scription of Missing Man 



The mystery of the disappearance of 
Frank Ingalls of Waukegan was solved 
Saturday. It was bis body that was found 
mangled on the tracks or the North iveatern 
on tho morning of July 22. An inquest, 
was held on it and it was hurried as that 
of an unknown, no.one having come for- * 
ward to identify it. How Ingalls came to 
be at Ravinia and along the track is still a 
mystery as is the fact that in his pocket 
was a ticket indicating tbat he was on hiB 
way home from Grand Rapids, Mich. 

The identification was made beyond a 
doubt, by Edward Ingalls and Coroners 
Taylor and Conrad. 

Mr. Ingalls and Mr. Conrad left for 
Libertyville on a noon street car and at 2 
bad gathered the tangled skeins of the 
week long mystery. 

In the watch, the keys, the jack knife 
and the laundry mark of the dead man Mr. 
Ingalls identified his brother and later at 
Highland Park fresh evidences were dis- 
covered. 

At first sight Mr. Ingalls knew his 
brother's watch when it wns produced by 
Coroner Taylor, and although he could not 
identify it by number he knew it by sight. 
He produced a duplicate for keys found on 
the dead man and identified tbe jack knife 

He plated that bethought from the ticket 
found on the dead man that his brother 
must have been to Grand Kapids and was 
returning. • . > 

The remains of the dead man, buried at 
Highland Park, were nt once ordered ex- 
humed for positive identification and re- 
burial. *.* 

The clue which came through the crew 
of the Northwestern way freight, was to 
the effect that a body had been found at 
Ravinia Park on the morning of July 22 
by the brakeman of the train. 

This find was known of before but what 
was not generally known was. that the de- 
scription answered that of the missing 
Ingalls perfectly, and nt once Deputy 
Coroner Conrad, Edward Ingalls and the 
police got on the trail to determine whether' 
or nob the body was that of Ingalls. 

It is a queer trick of fate that had Dep- 
uty Coroner Conrad performed the inquest 
be would have recognized Ingalls at a 
glance. He was all ready to go to the 
morgue when Coroner Taylor decided to go 
himself, and as he did not know Ingalls he 
did not identify him. 

Brakeman Rankin remembered the de- 
scription of the body perfectly. Hit, by a 
train, both legs were broken and the bead 
was mutilated.

Vespasian Warner Objects to Inherit- 
ance Tax — Suit Goes Higher. 

Clinton. — An appeal from the deci- 
sion of the county judge In the ap- 
praiser's . report on the inheritance 
tax in tho. '$2,000,000 estate of the late 
Dr. John "NVarner was taken; an ap- 
peal bond in the sum of $16,000 hav- 
ing been filed in the county court by 
Vespasian Warner, as executor of the 
estate, and C M. Warner, a resident 
of DeWitt county. The case Is ap- 
pealed to the county court. The ap- 
peal 1b based on objections and excep- 
tions to the report of Edward Denison, 
who was appointed appraiser of the 
estate. The inheritance tax involves 
a sum estimated to be over $15,700. 
The objections filed by Vespasian 
Warner as executor of his father's es- 
tate also wero filed and cites numer- 
ous reasons for the alleged incompe- 
tency of the report. The objections 
stated that the deposition of one John 
McKinley, which would have been 
beneficial to the estato, had been elim- 
inated from the report of the ap- 
praiser, and also that the evidence In 
tho appraisement is vague and uncer- 
tain. The objectors say that at the 
time the appraisement was flltf.d It was 
not known what share of the estate 
the widow and heirs wore entitled to 
and also that It was not known what 
amount the costs and expenses of the 
administration of the vast estate 
would reach.

A Alton railroad. It had brought to 
light a story of financial jugglery and 
revealed a talo in connection with tho 
achievements of the manipulation of 
high financo. It disclosed how a solvent 
property was swamped -by a flood of 
securities, bonds and stocks, to the 
amount of thirty million dollars, and 
how. by an organized campaign of de- 
ception, carried on through the col- 
umns of the newspapors of the country, 
those worthless securities were sold to 
Innoeent investors at prices varying 
from five to ton timos thoir real values. 
It was shown that ono branch line of 
tho Alton was capitalized at tho rato of 
one hundrod and fifty thousand dollnrs 
por mile and the securities representing 
such capitalization issued and dis- 
tributed to tho public at ficticious 
prices before a squaro foot of ground 
had> been broken for tho purpose of 
laying a rail. 

Shnniof ul Story, of Fraud. 

This shameful story of deception and 
fraud stirred President Roosevelt's 
•wrath as no other incident which had 
como within his observation had stirred 
It. He commanded the attornoy gen- 
eral of the United States to submit tho 
viows and disclosures by tho Inter- 
state Cojnmcrco Commission to a fed- 
eral grand jury with a view to having 
tho persons responsible indicted and 
punished. 

Power With State 

Tho Attornoy General, Mr. Bone- 
parte, after much research of tho law, 
Informed tho president that tbcro was 
no statute in the roviscd code of tho 
"United States under which federal au- 
thorities could proceed against tho per- 
sous accused of this great crime} but ho 
also informed tho president that the 
law of tho Btnto of Illinois amply cov- 
ered the offonso and that if Governor 
• Deneen desired to vindicato that law 
ho could put overy man responsible, 
directly for tho great crime, in tho 
pcuitentinry. That opinion by his at- 
torney general ^constituted tho reason 
why President Roosovelt sent for De- 
neen.

Tho nowspnpors of tho coun- 
try disclosed it as an affair of vital 
political significance. Deneen encour- 
aged this view of tho incidont upon tho 
assumption that it would bo to his own 
political credit. 

Deneen Plumed Himself. 

In other words Deneen seemed to re- 
gard it as a good thing for himself to 
havo President Roosovelt request him 
to como to Washington. Dencon has 
never, told about what occurred be- 
tween himself and tho president and tho 
president has been silent becauso ho 
did not want to add to tho strife then 
existing in the Republican party of Illi- 
nois.

He has neglected to tako n single step 
to find who was responsible for that 
trime, while tho guilty ones are laugh- 
Ing at the president and congratulat- 
ing themselves that Illinois has such a 
dUerimlhatihg. governor.

The records, show that you were voted 
for as a delegate and elected to this 
convention, and it was the delegates 
selected to this convention, upon their 
election, that selected the Republican 
county central committee from the 
22nd yvafcl of the city of Chicago, and 
in which was the celebrated fight be- 
tween Samuel E. Erickson and B. F.

The doc- 
tor spent about 6ix or seven hundred 
dollars. Chaiser was to have the pat- 
ronage of the north end of the ward 
and Olson the so.uth end. Dr. Lamb : 
den did not care for any patronage, 
as he lived outside of tho ward. 
Erickson agreed, if he was elected 
committeeman, to let Olson dud 
Chaiser run the patronage. 

"This Frank Chaiser is the same 
person who was cashier for John A. 
Linn' ' while Linn was clerk of the Su 
perior court. He turned state's evi- 
dence against Linn and caused Linn's 
indictment, and confessed in court 
that he was the person who had 
changed the • books and records, by 
which Linn got the money. 

"After- Linn « was 1 Bent to Joliet Ol- 
son bought a half interest in a saloon 
and restaurant at 11 State -street for 
Chaiser and said heput in six thous- 
and 'dollars. Chaiser did not stay 
there" long, but sold out and took a 
position from, Olson as a salesman, 
soliciting milk orders in bulk, and is 
now in tho milk business at the cor- 
nerof Oak and Chestnut streets, at 
Olson's old stand, under the name of 
F. J. Chaiser & Company, but Olson 
is' a silent partner, backing Chaiser 
up.

In preparing for the judicial 
primaries 6et for to-morrow, Re- 
publican county leaders say the 
only contest will be in the Twenty- 
second ward, but the indications 
are that the fight there will be a 
battle royal. It is not, however, 
a contest over the nominee to be 
placed on either ticket, the par- 
ticipants in the struggle being 
solely interested in securing con- 
trol of the" ward committeeship. 

Representative Bernard F. Clet- 
tenberg, an ally of Postmaster 
Fred A. Busse. is a candidate for 
the leadership held by John A. 
Linn, and opposed to him is 
Albert J. Olson,, former alder- 
man and state representative, 
whose public record has been 
condemned by the Municipal autl 
Legislative Voters' League. 

The chief interest in tho fight 
is the fact that it has dragged 
Postmaster Busse into tho fray. 
Reports are circulated also that 
certain members of tho Deneou- 
West combination are fighting 
Busse through Olson, to prevent 
tho postmaster from retaining 
control of tho solid North Side. 
Fight on Busse's Power 

Tho word has gone out that 
Clettenberg must be defeated be- 
cause he is Busse's friend, and in 
order to clip the postmaster's 
wings in county politics. Mr. 
Busse has accepted the challeuge 
and no matter now the fight re- 
sults, it is likely to have a far- 
reaching effect on the local situa- 
tion, as tending to widen tho 
breach between the Busse com- 
bination and Governor Deneeu's 
wing.

GLETTENBERG WINS IN PRIMARIES' 



Republican primary elections 
were held yesterday m the city 
and Cicero, but the only contest 
of importance was in the twenty- 
second ward, where Bernard F. 
Clettenberg won a bitter fight 
against Samuel E. Erickson and 
ex-Aldrman Albert J. Olson, cap- 
turing seventeen out of twenty- 
four delegates. ' 

The contest was over the county 
committeeship to succeed John A. 
Linn, who within a week will begin 
serving a indeterminate sentence 
in the Joliet penitentiary. Al- 
though the struggle was nom- 
inally between Representative 
Clettenberg on one side and Rep- 
resentative Erickson and ex-Al- 
derman Olson on the other, the 
real battle was between Post- 
master Fred A. Busse and his 
political rivals in the Linn ward. 

By his victory of yesterday Mr. 
Busse establishes his supremacy 
as a party leader in the twenty- 
first, twenty-second, twenty-third 
and twenty-fourth wardB and will 
go into the convention tomorrow 
with seventy-seven delegates. 
Mr. Busse made a hard fight 
against great odds and his tri- 
umph doubtless will add much to 
his prestige as a leader in the 
republican count}' organization. 

The Busse-Clettenberg com- 
bination carried five out of seven 
primary districts in the twenty- 
second ward and, the postmaster 
is now the undisputed boss of the 
town of North Chicago. 

Twenty-second Polls Heavy Vote 

Of 11,939 votes cast in the city 
and Cicero nearly 2,500 were cast 
by the Twenty-second ward, or 
more votes than were polled in 
the ward primaries of May 6, 
1901, when Deneen and Lowdeu , 
were battling for the republican 
gubernatortalnomination. Erick- 
son and Olson evidently tried to 
overthrow Busse, Erickson ruu- 
ningas a candidate for committee- 
man in the Swedish districts and 
Olson in the Irish districts.

The Senator's Influence Is a Dcterraln 
ing Factor in Securing Favor- 
able Action on Illinois 
„ Projects. 



HOPKINS-RO OSEVELT CAMPAIGN 

Great Crowds Attend the Senator's 
Meetings in All Sections of tho 
Stato. 
Senator Hopkins' campaign thus far 
lias exceeded tho expectations of his 
most optimistic friends. It has proved 
that so fnr as the republican voters 
of tho Stato of Illinois are concerned, 
there is only ono candidate for tho 
"United States Senate. They have turned 
out to hear him in such Inrge numbers 
that in many places the senator wa9 
t'ompelled to abandon the program of 
his managers for indoor meetings and. 
hold meetings in the open air. 'ihis 
was notably tho caso at Springfield nnd 
Danville. Tt was hard on tho senator's 
voice. Ho came hr.plc to Chicago on 
Sunday scarcely able lo articulate, but 
very happy and satisfied that he will ho 
victorious on August Sth. One of tho 
most satisfactory aspects of tho sena- 
tor's fight is found in the fact that it 
is not even remotely involved in fac- 
tional contests, which arc going for- 
ward in connection with tho rush for 
nominations for stato officers. Men 
who can not ngreo upon a candidate 
for governor, whoso differences con- 
corning candidates for stato auditor, 
secretary of stato and stato treasurer 
aro irreconcilable, are a unit in their 
support of Senator Hopkins. Tho reason 
for this seeming unanimity is found 
In tho fact that tho rank and file of tho 
party aro demanding tho nomination 
and re-election of Senator Hopkins. His 
flno record shows that ho has been an 
industrious, persevering and unselfish 
member of congress nnd has become 
known to every republican voter of tho 
state, .with tho result that no other 
candidate is considered a serious possi- 
bility. By tho timo tho senator reaches 
Cook, county for tho closing days of his 
fight all opposition to hira will havo 
been practically swept away. That op- 
position was nover' serious, never or- 
ganized, never threatening and it "will 
grow lesB and less important as the 
campaign draws to a closo. 



Washington, D. C, July, 1908. 
In tho very near future, perhaps dur- 
ing tho forthcoming session of con- 
gress, legislation of vital interest to> 
Illinois will. he given earnest considera- 
tion. Not tho least important of this 
legislation will appertain to tho water- 
way project, "by which it is proposed 
to connect the Great Lakes with tho 
Gulf of Mexico. Senator Hopkins la 
already on record concerning that proj- 
ect. His influence nnd his work as a 
member of the committeo on commerce 
and his industry were largely responsi- 
ble for tho success already achieved 
in procuring appropriations to conduct 
surveys of tho contemplated route.- 
Representative Lorimer, who has been 
conducting the indopendent waterway 
campaign in Illinois and adjacent 
states, proposes at tho forthcoming ses- 
sion of congress to introduce a hill 
appropriating not less than one million 
dollars to begin tho work. That bill 
may or may not ho favorably recom- 
mended by the house committeo on 
rivers and harbors. Mr. Burton, chair- 
man of the committee, is not favor- 
ablo to the waterway scheme. Ho has 
fought it consistently and insistently 
from tho beginning. Ho has thrown 
tho weight of his influenco as chair- 
man of tho committee against it every 
time it has been brought into con- 
gress. It is on this account that Sena- 
tor Hopkins' membership on the com- 
mittee on commerce is of tho utmost 
value and importance to Illinois, be- 
causo it places him in a position to 
secure an unprejudiced opinion on the 
methods of the waterway project. Tho 
Senator is an ardent advocate of tho 
waterway. He believes it is a great 
thing for tho stnto, for Chicago and, 
indeed, for the whole Mississippi Val- 
ley. With his advocacy and support, 
it has a chance to win; without him 
it is likely to perish, as havo thou- 
sands of other projects which wero 
lacking the support of virile and force- 
ful men like Senator Hopkins. When 
Burton succeeded in tho house commit- 
too several years ago in smothering tho 
first appropriation fur (he waterway* 
Senator Hopkins had it inserted into, 
the bill of tho committee on commerce 
and tho senate indorsed the commit- 
tee's work. lie will do tho same 'thing 
again. This illustrates the desirability 
of the state having a senator of long 
service, a man whose influenco is pow- 
erful, either by reason of his import 
tant committee assignments or becauso 
of his standing with his colleagues, or 
both. It would bo difficult to estimate 
the harm that would bo done by tho 
substitution of a new and inexperienced 
•senator for a senator with the experi- 
ence of either Senator Hopkins or 
Cullom. A new man rarely ever makes 
much progress or headway by reason 
of the fact that he must content him- 
self with unimportant committeo as- 
signments, unless, of course, he is, like 
Senator Hopkins or Cullom, a man of 
unusual talents and character; Unfor- 
tunately, however, for the states such 
men do not appear in the public arena 
moro than onco in a generation. .Thero 
aro other things of vital importance 
to Illinois pending, in tho determina- 
tion of which Senator* Hopkins will 
Iravo a voice, and it is not an exaggora*' 
tion to say Illinois will- need his ex- 
perience and influence. '

For plain unadorned mendacity, Gov- 
ernor Deneen 'b comparison of the tal 
»ato that was levied during his admin- 
^jtration with tho tax rate of tho pre- 
vious Yates administration, is only 
•qualed by his assertion thot the dread- 
ful disclosures of mis-management, 
Brutality, and even murder in tho sev- 
eral state institutions were caused by 
political jealousy. Denoen, in his cam- 
paign pnmphlet, says ^that the average 
lax rate during his four years as Gov- 
ernor was fifty cents per $100 valuation, 
!The statement would have stood un- 
challenged and forever redounded to 
iis credit if ho hadn't added that the 
lax rate during the Yates administra- 
tion was fifty-four cents. The short and 
ugly word alono is equal to characteriz- 
ing such a statement as this. Deneon 
mendaciously took the prevailing* rate 
of tho last year of Governor Yates' 
term, fifty-four cents per one hundred 
dollars of equalized valuation as the 
standard of comparison. 

Ignored Real Facts. 
He deliberately ignored the three 
iprevious yoars of that ndminiBtration. 
'If he had oven confined tho comparison 
to the last year of his administration 
&nd the last year of Yates* administra- 



tion, ho would not stand acoused as ho 
is of deliberately falsifying tho state 
records for a political purposo, bocauso 
ho would havo dealt in facts. But whon 
he left tho public to assumo that tho 
flfty-four-cont rato of 1004 was tho 
avorago rato of tho Yates* administra- 
tion, and that by comparing with the 
average rate of tho Doneen administra- 
tion (50c) ho disclosed a larger burden 
than Deneon had. imposed upon tho re- 
sources of tho tax payors of tho state, 
ho was guilty of a sharp practice that 
oven a shyster lawyer would hesitato to 
adopt. 

Yates* Eatq Forty-nino Cents. 
Tho fact is that the avcrago rato of 
the Yates' administration wns forty- 
nino. conts. Tho flfty-four-cont rato in 
1904 was tho direct result of cortaln 
extraordinary expenditures which woro 
authorized by tho* legislature of the 
previous yoar. Tho first year of Yates* 
administration, the rate was fifty cents. 
In 1902 it fell to tho unprecedented low 
rate of forty conts. In 1903 it in- 
creased to fifty-two cents, and in 1904 
it was fifty-four cents. It will be seen 
that tho average rate was only forty- 
nine conts. 

- Denoen Bate Excessive. 

Throughout the four years of De- 
neon 's administration, the rato each 
year was fifty conts. It doos not re- 
quire a political economist to reach the 
conclusion that tho Deneen rato for 
the last two years of his administration 
was excessive, because he . contrived 
through tho medium of his political 
machine in Cook county and elsewhere 
to increase tho total value of ratable! 
$1,250,000,000. Neither doos'it require 
an enlightened understanding to ap- 
preciate that through tho maintenance 
of a flfty-cont rate, Deneen has. been 
enabled to mulct the tax payors of HII- 
nois to the tuno of $6,125,000 per year 
more than Governor Yates over ob 
tnincd from them for the support of tho 
state government. 

Where Has Money Gone? 

"When one considers this extraord- 
inary increase of revenue and applies 
tho fact to tho scandals that were dis- 
closed in tho several stato institutions 



by tho special legislative committee, 
ono cannot help entertaining a feoling 
of doubt as to tho integrity of tho 
Deneon administration. "What did ho do 
with the money! Clonrly it was not 
spont for tho maintenance of tho state 
institutions, because tho evidence shows 
that tho unfortunnto inmntos'woro fod 
less food and of an inforlor quality. 
Porhaps tho payrolls have increased in 
slzo, and tho number of attendants has 
multiplied beyond all roason. This may 
aocount for the dissipation of some of 
tho money, but it docs not account for 
tho dissipation of all of it. Hero is 
something for tho taxpayers of Illinois 
to ponder over. Equally it is something 
for Doneon to explain if ho can.

Clinton Public — Governor Deneen 
nnd friends are taking trips over the 
fertile prairies of Illinois in automo- 
biles.

PRIMAEY LAW FAVORS HOPKINS. 



Tho People Will Havo No Othor Candi- 
date for United Statos Souator — 
Election Assured. 
It is a curious commentary on tho 
lack of intelligent perception of Boino 
politicians that they boliovcd tho en- 
actmont of tho primnrylaw would piovo 
disadvantageous to Senator Hopkins. 
They were clearly of tho opinion that 
tho law would result in tho nomination 
of Bomo othor candidato and tho: re- 
tirement of Hopkins to privnto life. 
Senator Hopkins' friends novor be- 
lieved anything of tho sort, nnd tho 
Senator himself was « firmly convincod 
that the law would result advantage-- 
ously to his fortunes. Ho bolioved in 
tho people and ho was confident that 
tho people believed in him. He has 
never for a moment entertained a 
remoto doubt as to what their verdict 
concorning himself would be. Ono 
reason for this superb confidence on bis 
part has bcon his. consciousness that 
throughout his public-career ho has per- 
formed evory duty assigned him in bo- 
half of the . party or pcoplo. with zeat 
and fidelity. Tho underlying secret of 
Hopkins' success as a member of tho 
Houso of Representatives and later as 
a United States Senator haa bcon his 
conviction that no task which involved 
his integrity as a public servant was too 
small or too unimportant to bo neglect- 
ed. Abraham Lincoln's historic philos- 
ophy that you can fool all of the pcoplo 
some of tho time, somo of tho pcoplo 
all tho time, but you can't fool all of 
the people all tho timo, exactly fitB thoj 
idea that was entertained concerning 
Hopkins by his political opponents. 
Thoir trouble was that they did not un- 
derstand tho people as woll an Hopkins. 
They obviously believed that it was 
posslblo for thorn to becloud tho real 
Issues of tho campaign, and crcato a 
sinister and unjustifiable misapprehen- 
sion in tho minds cf tho vnt»n» con- 
cerning Hopkins' real standing and 
work as a public servant. 

It wns unfortunate for them this idfa 
wns predicated upon tho fear that tho 
people do not know their own servant. 
Nothing could bo further from tho 
truth. Tho pcoplo of Illinois havo 



known Senator Hopkins for twenty- 
five years. They know him ns n lead- 
ing moinbor of tho Houso of Repre- 
sentatives. Thoy know him bettor ns a 
United States Senator. Thoy know that 
ho has gono from ono ominonco to an- 
other in tho performance of his duties, 
and that at the present timo his influ- 
ence is second to that- of no other man 
in Washington. Tho pcoplo will tnko 
care of Hopkins, not becauao ho is Hop- 
kins, but because ho lin's served them 
faithfully and woll. A man who has 
been capable of earning tho gratitudo 
of Theodora Roosevelt- for the manner 
in which ho haB performed his dutios 
Ib not likely to bo f orgotton by his 
constituents. 



CHOOSING A SENATOR. 

Some United States senators are 
elected nn'd re-elected because for 
nearly half n century It has been the 
.custom to send these men to the sen- 
ate. Other senators aro selected be- 
cause they are obviously nniong tho 
big men of the party, not only of their 
own state but of the commonwealth 

at large.

NUMBER 200 TO 400. 



RAILROAD IS CRIPPLED 

8Ix Thousand Refugees Crowd the 

Spared Towns and Suffer 

for Lack of 

Food. 

Winnipeg, Man.— The list of fatali- 
ties In the forest fire, which, starting 
at four o'clock Saturday afternoon, 
laid waste an area of 40 square miles 
along the Crow's Nest Pass branch of 
the Canadian Pacific road and de- 
voured the prosperous mining town of 
Fernle nnd half a dozen smaller places, 
Is steadily increasing nnd Is now 
placed at between 200 and 400. 

Hosmer and Michel are still fighting 
the names. The townspeople, after a 
battle of more than 30 hours, believed 
they had saved a remnant of their 
dwellings nnd lay down at their posts 
utterly exhausted. However, the 
flames swept down upon them again, 
Impelled by a strong west wind. 

Late Monday afternoon the InhabN 
tants of Michel, which is 20 mlleB 
from Fernle, .were on the point of giv- 
ing up the struggle, recognizing that 
their town was doomed. Nothing has 
been heard from Hosmer since the an-* 
nouncement of a fresh outbreak, but 
It is believed the place is in the samo 
terrible straits as its neighbor. 
Refugees Number 6,000. 
Crowds of refugees are arriving nt 
Nelson nnd other places which have 
escaped the disaster. These consist 
largely of women and children, tho 
men having remained behind to fight 
the flames. They are all In a pitiable 
condition, most of them having 
brought nothing with them but the 
scanty raiment they wore at the time 
the onrush of the fire made It neces- 
sary to flee. It Is estimated that fully 
0,000 persons are wandering about 
the burned area, suffering from ex- 
posure to the keen mountain air and 
lack of food. 

A telegram has been received from 
Editor Sampson of Cranbrook, which 
town Is filled with refugees, stating 
that unless relief is sent quickly the 
place will be utterly unnble to cope 
with tho situation, as its food supplies 
will not last much longer in view of 
the many extra mouths to feed. 

Railway Is Crippled. 
. To add to the horrorB of the situa- 
tion, the Canadian Pacific* , railway,, 
connecting district with the outer 
world, is crippled. Many bridges have 
been burned and tho movement of 
trains by which fire fighters, refugees 
and provisions are transported Is at- 
tended with almoBt insurmountable 
difficulties. Consequently, the sup- 
plies of food and clothing which are 
being rushed to the stricken region 
from Vancouver, Nelson and other' 
places are blocked in transit. 

Vancouver wired $5,000 for relief 
and a train load of supplies went out. 
Winnipeg has dispatched a special 
train with, nurses, doctors, hospital 
stores and provisions. How soon they 
will get through is problematical. 
Building Carried Away. 
Such was the force of the fiery tor- 
nado that one frame building, 70 feet 
long, was picked up, carried across 
several lots and dropped Into the mid- 
dle of the main street. 

Five, families were hemmed In by 
the fire and every soul perished. The 
West Fernle bridges across Elk river 
could not be saved. Several people 
lost their lives in trying to cross the 
burning structures. Numbers, fled to 
the river and sought refuge by wading 
in the water; others ran to the Cana- 
dian Pacific tracks, where special 
trains were waiting to convey tho peo- 
ple to Michel,-, but this trip could not 
bo made because the bridge between 
Hosmer arid Michel had been burned. 
In one part of the city an aged woman, 
an Invalid, was carried a short dis- 
tance, but the heat became bo great 
that she bogged to bo left to her fate, 
and her relatives, wrapping her In wet 
blankets, fled toward tho hills. Sho 
was burned to death. 

When the flames were consuming 
the town all the prisoners with the 
exception of five. Black Hand suspects 
were released. Later they were re- 
captured and sent to Nelson. 
Fernle Death Total 173. 
The dead at Fernlo and campB In 
the neighborhood are declared to total 
173, with a property loss of $8,000,000 
for tho locality. Loggers to the num- 
ber of 80 In the camps of tho Elk Lum- 
ber company have perished and bov- 
eral 'settlers with their families who 
lived on tho. line of. railroad between 
Fernlo and Michel have disappeared. 
The great wave of fire 1b still roll- 
ing eastward through the forest*, fol^ 
lowing tho lines of the Canadian Pa- 
cific* railroad. In some places its path 
1b but a mile wide, in others three 
miles. Nothing can stop.it, apparent- 
ly, till tho rain falls, and that may bo 
days or weeks. 

The estimated property loss bo far 
Is $10,000,000, but It Is feared that tula 
figure will be greatly swelled before 
the fire is extinguished.

RAILWAY FREIGHT DEP0T8.AND, 
ELEVATORS BURNED. 



LOSS ABOUT $2,000,000 



Twelve Companies of Firemen Threat- 
ened with Death — Scores of 
Them Are Badly In- 
jured. 



Chicago. — Scores of firemen were 
burned and otherwise Injured, more or 
lesB seriously, (luring the progress of 
a spectacular dock and grain elevator 
fire in tho vicinity of Canal arid West 
Sixteenth streets Monday afternoon. 

The property destroyed includes the 
Chicago, Burlington & Qulncy freight 
depot, elevator F and the Union ele- 
vator of the Armour company, part of 
elevator E„ many freight sheds and 
cars and minor property. The Iobb 
is estimated at $2,000,000. 

Twelve companies of firemen were 
threatened with death and were prac- 
tically hemmed in between walls of 
fire at '3:30 p. m. after a wall of an 
elevator had fallen with a terrific 
crash. The men were working In a 
pit between the river and tho burn- 
ing elevator while a huge pile of Band 
ten feet high and several hundred feet 
long was on two sides of them. 

When the wall of the huge elevator 
fell Into the river brands were scat- 
tered In every direction and the fire 
attacked buildings on the east side of 
the water. 

All railroad traffic in the union sta- 
tion was tied up on the Pennsylvania, 
Chicago, Burlington & Qulncy and 
Chicago and Alton lines. Trains were 
3nally run around the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul tracks at the north 
jnd of the station.' 

Street-car service on most of the 
(Vest side lines was tied up for hours 
)n account of the number of engines 
that lined the streets near the blaze. 

St. Paul, Minn. — A special from 
Beaudette states that the Shevlln-Ma- 
:hln Lumber company's sawmill 
jaught fire Monday afternoon and 
turned to the ground, causing a loss 
)f approximately $260,000.

Coroner Mack, after carefully exam- 
ining the body, declared the man had 
been shot through tho head. The 
ilothlng, which was almost new, was 
purchased In Grand Rapids, Mich. 
The only thing found In tho clothing 
tvas a copy of a Minneapolis farm 
paper.

Riot Follows Pay Day and Long 

Carouse— One Man 8hot Dead 

by Leader He Was 

Helping. 



TJnlontown, Pa,— One man dead and 
25 others seriously injured, some of 
them fatally, are the results of a riot 
early Sunday between Italians nnd 
Slavs at Gates, one of the H. C. Frick 
Coke company plants, near Mason- 
town. 

All the men are foreigners. There 
have been factional differences be- 
tween the two races for /a long time. 
Saturday was pay day at the large' 
plant and until after midnight a large 
quantity of intoxicants was con- 
sumed. Jacob Furance, leader of the 
Italian faction, went to the gate of a 
Slav boarding house and defied Its 25 
Inmates, Immediately Furance and 
Alexander Molanskl, leader of the 
Slavs, were engaged In a fight. Antlllo 
Ronco, another Italian, went to the as- 
sistance of the former and this was 
the signal for a general fight Revol- 
vers began to crack and Ronco fell 
dead, Btruck, It Is said, by a misdi- 
rected shot fired by Furance. The In- 
juries of the 25 men consist of bullet 
wounds through the body, nrms and 
legs. The most serious wounds were 
received by the Italians. 

A squad of tho Pennsylvania state 
constabulary was Boon on the scene 
and 19 of the rioters were arrested 
and taken to Masontown. Members of 
both -factions then surrounded the 
jail, demanding that their companions 
be liberated. During the night the 
Jail was guarded and Sunday the men 
were brought to TJnlontown on a spe- 
cial street car.
